Wants Wild Turkey.

Advices from Haiti carry the Information that the 
oppostlon la criticising the action of President Borno j 
in decreeing that no legislative elections be held next 
year, thus throwng the election of a president into 
the council of state, which is appointed by the presi­ 
dent and subject to his control 
This means that ! 
Borno will be re-elected or that he will name the man 
who is to succeed to the position of chief executive 
Criticism of this program was of cnirae to be expect­ 
ed from the opposition 
Without doubt Borno has the support of United 
States administrators who have directed the affairs 
of Haiti ainee 1916 and who. under terms of the ex­ 
isting treaty, will continue to function until 1936, and 
that such procedure will be criticised by some people 
in this country also goes without saying 
Such criti­ 
cism. however, must come from those who are either 
uninformed or who are too idealistic to be practical. 
That the United States in effect seized the govern­ 
ment of Haiti there can be no denying 
The facts 
were fully developed during the senatorial inquiry 
in 1921. 
But that conditions Justified such seizure, 
and that this government has done more for the peo­ 
ple of Haiti during the intervening years than they 
could have done In centuries, la proven by the record. 
When the United 
States intervened in Haiti that 
country was in a state of absolute anarchy. 
Within 
a period of six and one-half years seven 
presidents 
had been inaugurated, each of them supposedly for 
a period of seven years 
One of these was blown up 
in his palace, one was poisoned and one was dragged 
from the French consulate, where he had sought asy­ 
lum. and was literally torn to pieces bv thg enraged 
populace. 
He had foreseen hi* downfall 
and 
had 
caused the arrest of every prominent man in Port-au- 
Prtiice whom he suspected of disaffection. 
On the 
night before he himself was slain he caused 172 of 
these to be shot In cold blood in their cells. 
The country was In debt to such an extent that It 
could borrow no more and was in default in Its in­ 
terest payments. The money received from loans and 
customs had been stolen and squandered and there 
was no law save the will of the man who happened to

That's the story, briefly, of one of

Tbs other story is more circum­ 
stantial. and it is upon its details 
that most of the treasure-hunters 
of Trinidad have based their filth 
A certain band of pirates looted 
a Spanish fleet In 1821, in a battle 
off the coast of Brazil 
This Is 
authentic history 
The revolution­ 
ists in Peru had just succeeded in 
overcoming the Spanish power, at 
least for the tim# being 
This was 
during the war of Independence In 
Peru 
Th# Spaniards, leaving Peru, 
took a? much of the treasure of the 
country with them as they could 
pack Into a goodly fleet of galleons. 
Included In this cargo was the sac­ 
red plate of the Cathedral of Lima 
Massive 
golden 
candlestick* 
be­ 
jeweled chalices of gold 
several 
moncrance# with rays that were set 
with diamonds, and some golden 
statutes of saints 
Peru wa? amaz­ 
ingly rich at this time, and gold was 
to be had In shiploads there. 
These pirates who took the Span­ 
ish plate fleet and looted It were ac­ 
tually captured, and most of them 
were executed in Havana during the 
following year, 
Record.? are still 
extant to prove all these circum­ 
stance* 
In the late eighteen-eighties there 
wa* living in England one Captain 
Painter, a retired mariner. He was 
old and had had much experience 
in many seas 
For three years, end­ 
ing in 1850. he had been captain of 
an 
East 
Indianian, 
trading 
in 
opium 
He wa? one of those am ­ 
bitious men who helped to fasten 
the opium habit upon the people of 
China in spite of the efforts of the 
Chinese government to stop opium 
trading. 
Captain Painter carried gun? and 
gunners, for there was danger always 
of his ship being blown out of the 
water by Chinese vessels that were 
trying to prevent the Importation of 
opium 
One of his gunner? was an 
ill-favored looking Finn who never 
went by anv other name than The 
Pirate, or John Pirate 
He had a 
great scar across his face and he 
was known as a tough customer 
Because John Pirate was an Intel­ 
ligent seaman and was well veraed 
in navigation. Captain Painter took 
a liking to him. and often spent the 
night watches talking with him as 
the vessel lav becalmed or scudded 
easily along before a light breeze in 
fair weather 
Captain Painter and 
John Pirate became grea* friends 
John Pirate 
mortally JU on a

voyage from China to Bombay 
On 
the verge of the unknown country,» 
the 
tough 
salt 
called 
Captain 
Painter to him. asked him to clone 
the door and then and theta re* 
vealed to him the secret of the 
treasure of Trinidad This. in brief, 
was John Pirate’s story • 
He had been a real pirate and 'n 
1821 had sailed with a shipload of 
cutthroats in South Atlantic water? 
Thev had captured some Spanish 
galleons that were ben ring away 
from Lima an immense treasure lie 
wa* particularly impressed, even at 
the hour of death with the splendor 
of the immense golden candlesticks 
that he himself had helped to carry 
aboard the pirate vessel after the 
battle. 
He was the only survivor, all the 
other pirate? of this expedition hav­ 
ing been hanged b’ Havana 
He directed Captain Painter to get 
a certain parcel from John Pirate s 
sea che?t and bring it to the bed­ 
side 
Captain Painter did so and 
unrolled, at the dying man s direr- 
non. a canvas map and plan of 
Trinidad, with landmarks showing 
where the go’JI wa? burled. 
The map indicated a mountain 
called Sugarloaf, and a cross marked 
th# spot. Ju?t under the toot of this 
mountain facing a certain narrow 
bav where the treasure lay

dving pirate gave the captain cer­

Well, one reason 
why the truth so often sounds like 
fiction is that fiction that has a 
universal appeal generally is found­ 
ed upon the truth, or follows the 
line* of some true story. 
Many expadktlons have gone out 
to Trinidad 
to search for that 
pirated treasure on the strength of 
the story told by John Pirate and 
the canvas map he gave to his bene­ 
factor. 
But those who have borne 
the expense and the labors of those 
expeditions have not been satisfied 
with the romantic story of the dying 
pirate bv Itaelf 
They have investi­ 
gated the archives of Cuba and 
found records of the hanging of a 
large crew of pirate# about the date 
Indicated In the story 
They have 
uncovered in detail the history o4 
the hiding of an Immense t rear 
In the principal fort at Lima dur­ 
ing the revolution against Spain 
and the shipping of that treasure 
aboard Spanish galleons bound f 
Spam 
liiey have found that t h t r 
Is no record of the arrival of those 
treasure ship? st any European port 
Further 
the 
expedition* 
hav? 
found the b»v Indicated in the 
pirate'# map and have found ev i­ 
dence ashore that seem* to lndieae# 
that the story was not fabricated 
merely to entertain the captain 
while he watched over the dying 
pirate. 
Captain Painter wa? unable tn 
stop at Trinidad on hi? voyage back 
from India to China because he wa* 
hand lea ppeH hr a bad crew and 
some personal injuries 
When h* 
got back to England he told hts 
story to hi* friends no that it be­ 
came a well-known tale up and 
down the River Tyne 
He finally 
got a Newcastle shipping firm In­ 
terested to th# extent of getting 
permission for one of that com­ 
pany’s vessels to stop at the Island 
on its nex* trip and put ashore 
the eon of Captain Painter, to make 
investigations 
Young Painter swam a?hore at 
Trinidad from a boat which went 
a? near as the surf wou’d permit, j 
He passed the night on the island, 
and nearly went cran*, fighting the 


f-roctou. multitudes of land crate 
that tried to eat him alive. Ha was 
taken off next morning un ore dead 
than aliya, by means of a Una 
thrown to him from the ahlp’s long 
boat. 
He reported th a t he had 
found the place at ^he foot of tho 
Sugarloaf mountain, indicatad by 
the pirate's map 
But, he said. a 
landslip had covered the treasure 
trove with thousand? of tons of loon# 
rock? and rad aoli. 
The young men refused to spend 
another night on th* island alone, 
even lf he were to be given th# 
golden candlesticks of Lima for hto 
wedding present The captain of th# 
merchantman thought hi* first duty 
lay In other directions, and sailed 
back to England 
This wa# the first recorded attempt 
to learn something definite about 
the treasure of Trinidad. I shall tell 
you about some of the later expedi­ 
tions and what thev have and have 
not accomplished up to date.

T rib e and was In his day *probablv 
one of the best knowrn Indians of 
th a t time. 


The exact site of tills 
sacrifice 
has never been 
located, 
but 
the 
famous medal was recovered from 
a grave which was 
excavated by 
Orlando 
Thompson in 
the 
year 
1884 
The 
burial 
from 
which it 
was taken was located on the De­ 
Bord farm directly north of where 
the skeletons were found 
and is 
about three quarters of a mile from 
the old Hkidi village site. 
On the 
Gering farm Just east of this vil­ 
lage site I# a series of abrupt ra­ 
vines with level ground above them. 
It Is believed th a t the sacnfces oc­ 
curred on this level ground 
aa It 
exactly 
fit# Hie description of the 
spot as described by a Mr. Dorsey 
of the 
Field 
Columbian 
museum 
, who spent several months among 
the Pawnee# In Oklahoma. 
He In­ 
terviewed practically every old In­ 
dian In the tribe and has written 
a minute description of the site to­ 
gether with all the horrible details 
of the ceremony. 
The discoveries of Mr 
Br-nk 
and DeBord 
corroborate

count in every respect and Mi. Hill 
of Hastings who is 
probably 
the 
oest posted man on Pawnee history 
In the world thinks th a t they ar# 
i correct in their surmises.
